THE FINANCIAL SITUATION IN 
COREA. 


A letter from Séul dated tho 6th April, 
as published in the Shagyo Shimpo, gives 
the following particulars with regard to the 
financial condition of Korea:— 

Mr McLeavy Brown, Councillor to the 
Finance Oitice, who has adopted the schemes 
of his predecessor in regard to financial ad- 
justment, deserves credit for having dis- 
charged his duties in a roost satisfactory 
manner inspite of the many embarrasgmenta 
with which ho wes surrounded, The punctu- 
ality of the people in payment of taxes, 
and. the continued success of the 
crops were, howéver,, amoug the 
direct causes of the restoration 
of order in the financial administration. 
A fow years ago the country was almost 
entirely dovastated by turbulent mobs and 
factic 28 ; and the approhensions entertain- 
ed by the Korean Government of the utter 
disorganization of finances that might occur 
under the circumstances, induced it 
apply to Russia for a loan, Nor did the 

overnment hesitate to antreat the Pre- 
sident of the Russo-Chinese Bank, who 
happened to bo travelling in the interior, 
to assist-the country in hor financial eim~- 
harrassment. All these measures were tha 
outcome of the want of a substantial 
basis of revenue. Political motives might 
also have induced Korea to resort to tha 
scheme of a loan from Russia,—namely, the 
apprehension that she was likely to be call- 


_|ed upon to repay her debt to Japan, in 


view of the unpleasant relations which thea 
existed between her and tho latter country.

FOOTBALL. 
oTHE ENOLAND ¥. SCOTLAND MATCH. 
London, April 5. 

Tho twenty-sixth annual Association con- 
test betwen England and Scotland took 
place on Saturday, at the Crystal Palace, 
and was witnessed by upwards of 33,000 
spectators. On the ground itself most sa- 
tisfactory arrangements had becn made for 
the accommodation of the visitars, all pro- 
sent being able (vu view the mateh in com- 
fort. The railway arrangetienta of the 
London, Brighlon, and Sotth Coast Rail- 
way Company were, however, most unsat- 
isfactory, no special effort laying; @pparent- 
ly, been made co ineet, the wnticipated ex- 
tra demand on the Company's resources. 
Every train was inconveniently crowded, 
Tt isto be hoped that the Railway Com- 
pany will, protit by the lesson, and_be pro- 
pared for “the still greater demand which 
may be expected next Saturday, when tho 
Finat Tie in the Football Association Cup 
competition in to bo played off at the Crys- 
tal Palace. Scottish enthusiasm, ay usual, 
ran high, and the Seottish team started 
from Glasgow amidst the cheers of some 
3000 spectators. They mrived in London 
on Friday night, and put up at the Covent 
Garden Butel. Both teams wero very 
warily reevived when they took the field. 
Except for the replacement of Doig by 
Patrick, as Scotland's goalkeeper, the 
clevens played as originally chasen, and it 
must be said that every player justified his 
selection, The yame was one of tho best 
that has ever been witnessed, play being 
fast and even from sturt to finish Within 
the frst five sninutes, an nafortunate 
: tt linppened to Crawshaw, the Eng- 
lish euntre-half, who was badly kicked on 
the .leg, and had to retire temporarily. 
‘After sume fifteen ininutey’ absence, he re- 
tumed ‘to the field, having heen strapped. 
up and bandaged, but it was cvident’ that, 
for the rest of the game, his play was 
affected by his injyry, aud the English eleven 
were handicapped accordingly. ‘Tho first 
two gants were very ripidly secured, Bloomer 
making the first point fer England and 
Hyslop heading a goal for Scolland within 
threo minutes, thus equalising within about 
ten minutes from the start. From then 
until within five minutes of time uo 
further scoring took plice, Miller then 
kicking a very lucky goal for Scotland, 
and 50 winning Ue game. The 
teams were sv evenly matched that it 
would be somewhat unfair to claim supe- 
viority for cither of them, Scotland were 
fortunate in seoring the winning point. 
A drawn game would certainly have better 
indicated the actual nature of the play. 
The Committées who selected tha teams 
gnust have been gratitied with the way in 
which their men nequitted themselves. It 
woud have. been yery dificult to ‘have 
found a more capable exponent of the game 
iu any. position in cither team, The two 
English amateur players, G, 0.
